Tasty Dishes for Today 


SALADS SERVE 
ALL PURPOSES 


By JUDITH WILSON 


ALAD in Europe usually means 

a bowl of crisp, fresh greens, 
tossed together with a subtly 
flavored dressing. Usually the 
salad is mixed at the table by 
the man of the house and served 
with the meat course—and de- 
licious it is. It makes my mouth 
water to think of it, but we wise 
Americans do not make salads 
that serve only one purpose. 

Instead we make piquant tittle 
salads of unusual ingredients 
and serve them as appetizers; or 
we combine left-over meats, fish, 
vegetables, macaroni or beans 
with .crispy celery and greens 
and perhaps a discreet bit of 
onion or green pepper and serve 
them as main dishes. Or, if the 
rest of the menu is fairly heavy, 
we concoct a marvel of colorful, 
tasty fruits, pass a sweet dress- 
ing and have our salad and des- 
sert ali in one. 


A Masty Salad 

Of course we have real salads 
too, and the French custom of 
preparing them at the table is 
gaining in popularity. Select a 
bowl—you can’t find one that is 
too largé—and arrange in_ it 
your assortment of greens along 
with thinly sliced radishes, thin 
tomato wedges, tiny crescents of 
celery and a little finely chopped 
scallion or green pepper. Chill 
both your bowl of salad and 
your dréssing. Bring the salad 
to the table, pour the dressing 
ovéf it avid thén toss together 
until every leaf is’: drenched. Be- 
fore they have time to absorb 
too much of the dressing—while 
they are still crispy and colorful. 
serve onto the individual plates 
or give each person a chance to 
select his favorite morsels. Of 
course the salad is thot so good 
to look at once it has been 
doused with dressing, but bow 
good it is! 

Salad Dressing 

One of the secrets of success- 
ful salad making is the dressing. 
Your favorité salad dressing can 
be discovered’ only py experi- 
menting. The most popular salad 
dressings are variations of 
French dressing, and my favor- 
ite one goes something like 
this: I put about one-fourth 
teaspoon of dry mustard, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, one-fourth 
teaspoon: paprika and a little 
black peppér into a small mix-

Constructive Help 


It is not the chil@’s fault that 
he plays beggar.

An old German adage states

housewives as we have met would 
never tolerate any interference 
in the conduct of their homes. 
That leads us to believe that 
when the German women snap 
out of their slumber and tire of 
Nazi parades arid uniforms, they 
will doubtlessly tell dlerr Hitler, 
in no uncertain terms, to stick 
to politics and not meddle with 
womenfolks. 

R. WILHELM FRICK, newly 

appointed Minister of the 
Interior in the “Third Reich,” 
is one of the new Nazi leaders 
who are advancing and propos- 
ing laws to bring about more 
and better German children.

There was no discrimination 
with regard to the weak or the 
strong. Those who were strong 
participated in the various con- 
tests, while the sick and crip- 
pled yelled their approval from 
the sidewalks and tenement win- 
dews. Were they “pure” Ameri- 
cans? Not by a long shot. Were 
they 1400 per, cent Americans? 
You bet, and because of the en- 
lightenment given them, they 
will without doubt in most cases 
grow up to be a credit to the 
land of their adoption. 


SN’T it rather natural to sup-
